THE wife of a motorcyclist 
who died when his machine 
hit a wall near Stourbridge 
has made a new appeal for 
witnesses to come forward. 

Richard Garfield, aged 47, 
was on his Honda CBR 600 
when it crashed at the junc¬ 
tion of Bridgnorth Road and 
Wollaston Road, Stourton, 
on August 12. His wife 
Emma said she was desper¬ 
ate to find out what hap¬ 
pened to him. 

An inquest is due to take 
place in the new year. 

But Mrs Garfield, of Lans- 
down Green, Kidderminster, 
said no witnesses had come 
forward since an appeal was 
made. There were no other 
vehicles involved. 

Mrs Garfield said: “It’s 
very hard not knowing what 
happened. It was dry road. It 
was the night of the 
Olympics closing so there 
was no-one about. I am 
hoping to jolt someone’s 
memory. I just want to know 
what happened that night.” 

Hospital's 
£2.5m bill 

HOSPITAL bosses in 
Dudley had to spend an 
extra £2.5m on staff and 
beds because about 800 
more patients needed treat¬ 
ment in the seven months to 
the end of October than in 
the same period last year. 

New figures show 22,500 
patients needed emergency 
medical treatment or 
surgery in that time - an 
increase of 3.6 per cent in 
emergency admissions year- 
on-year. 

Trust chief executive 
Paula Clark said the 
increase was in line with 
national figures of 3.8 per 
cent.

Leisure 
centres to 
take on 
trainees 

APPRENTICESHIPS are 
being created at leisure 
centres in Dudley because of 
a rising demand for jobs in 
the sports industry follow¬ 
ing the Olympic Games. 

The success of London 
2012 has led to more young 
people wanting to pursue a 
sports-related career, the 
council said. 

Bosses are now looking to 
recruit 10 apprentices for 
four leisure sites in the 
borough. 

They will start work in 
April and be based at centres 
in Dudley, Stourbridge and 
Halesowen, and The Dell 
Stadium in Brier ley Hill. 

Councillor Gaye Partridge 
said: “The Olympic legacy 
has resulted in more interest 
in sport. Young people want 
to pursue a career in the 
industry, hence the creation 
of these opportunities.” 

The new recruits will be 
trained in customer service 
and how to operate and 
maintain the facilities at the 
centres. 


It’s the first change in the 
skyline since the rubble 
from the demolition work 
was cleared. 

Contractors have been 
busy completing the founda¬ 
tions and work on the under¬ 
ground car park. 

But now some of the struc¬ 
ture of the new store can be 
seen. 

Mr Cox said: “They’ve 
made good progress. 
Another few months and we 
will be able to see it come 
together. It’s going to make a 
big difference to the site.” 

Posters advertising the 
opening of the new store 
next winter went up on 
hoardings at the plot last 
month. 

Explosives 

Tesco bosses have said 
they want the store to open 
in time for Christmas 2013. 

Work to knock down the 
old Crown Centre began in 
March and was completed in 
May. 

The car park was brought 
down using explosives on 
April 1. 

Landmovers cleared 9,000 
tons of rubble, some of 
which will be re-used by the 
builders. 

The new supermarket will 
create 320 jobs - more than 
250 people have already 
expressed an interest in 
working there. 

It is part of a development 
which will include a new 
shopping centre and a town 
square.

We’ve got a superb team of 
staff, parents and governors 
who all work together.” 

But for the borough as a 
whole, the tables showed a 
slip down the rankings. 

In the tables Dudley fell 
19 places despite improving 
its Key Stage 2 results com¬ 
pared to last year. 

The borough is now 118 
out of 152 local authorities 
in the country, according to 
data from the Department 
for Education. 

Increase 

Education chiefs defended 
the SATs results of primary 
schools in the area. 

The council’s cabinet 
member for education, 
Councillor Tim Crumpton, 
said that despite the fall in 
league table places, he was 
pleased with the SATs 
results. 

He said: “I think the 
schools have been excellent. 

“It looks to me that we 
have got a good increase in 
English and maths, but it is 
not just that, we are doing 
better across the board.” 

Last year 73 per cent of 
Dudley pupils achieved 
Level 4 or above in English 
and maths compared with 
77 per cent this year. 
Pedmore CE Primary in 
Stourbridge was the best 
performing school in Dudley.

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Extra train seats as track work starts 


ABOUT 10,000 extra seats on trains 
are being made available this 
weekend as work shuts the line 
between Stafford, the Black 
Country and London. 

Chiltern Railways is offering 
extra seats because Virgin Trains 
will only run an hourly service from 
London Euston to Nuneaton and 
Coventry on Sunday and Christmas 
Eve. 


The Birmingham to Scotland 
service will continue as usual. Pas¬ 
sengers wanting to go between 
Stafford, Wolverhampton and 
Sandwell and Dudley will have to 
get off at Coventry and change 
trains. 

Trains will run in and out of 
Wolverhampton and throughout the 
Black Country so Virgin said its pas¬ 
sengers would not have to use buses. 


But Virgin is recommending its cus¬ 
tomers get off in Birmingham, walk 
to Moor Street station and use the 
Chiltern Railways’ line to go to 
London Marylebone. 

Network Rail is spending £125 
million on signalling work at Bletch- 
ley near Milton Keynes. 

A spokeswoman said: “Chiltern 
Railways are providing over 10,000 
additional seats for passengers trav¬ 


elling on December 23 and 24. On 
Christmas Eve the company is 
advising customers to carefully 
check their last train time home. 

“The last train leaving London 
Marylebone going to Stourbridge 
Junction will be at 8.15pm. 

“The last train leaving Birming¬ 
ham Snow Hill to London Maryle¬ 
bone will also be at 8.15pm.” 


Warning of more cuts 
to come in fire service 


A FIRE chief in Dudley has 
warned that cuts to the service 
may continue for at least 
another five years. 

Dudley operations commander Andy 
Grosvenor said while the worst of the 
cuts to the service were expected during 
the next two years, the tough times were 
not likely to be over then. 

He said: “We believe there will be 
further cuts through to at least 2017 and 
we don’t know what the service will look 
like then.” 

About a third of the fire service’s 
funds come from council tax and the rest 
from a central government grant. 

The Comprehensive Spending Review 
for 2011 to 2015 set out a 25 per cent cut 
to the grant, leaving fire services looking 
at a 6.5 per cent shortfall during the 
plan’s first two years. 

Meanwhile, it emerged last week that 
West Midlands fire service is losing six 
uniformed staff a month. 

The service is seeing £10.2m worth of 
cuts between 2011 and 2013. It expects 
to have to make £13.5 million more cuts 
between 2013 and 2015, and £11.2m 
cuts from 2015 to 2017. 

The service has had a recruitment 
freeze in place since 2010, and the fire 
authority chairman John Edwards said 
it was losing six uniformed staff per 
month through retirement and workers 
moving on. 

Rescued 

The authority has closed Halesowen 
fire station, lost an engine and no longer 
staffs Tettenhall station overnight. 

The service is moving towards smaller 
brigade response vehicles and Mr 
Edwards said: “They require fewer staff 
but they cannot deal with larger fires. 
Due to safety reasons they cannot go to 
a house fire for example. 

“In December we have already dealt 
with nine serious fires, where people 
needed to be rescued. If we hadn’t been 
there, lives could have been lost.” 

He added: “People in the average 
council tax band don’t realise we only 
receive £47 from their council tax, less 
than a pound a day. When the full extent 
of the cuts are announced in December 
we will know more but we are worried 
that they could be more than we are 
expecting. If they are we will have to 
look at other savings and this could be 
more job losses and station closures.”

The RAH (Reactor Access House) crane 
will be used in the de-commissioning of 
nuclear submarines.

was a class one nuclear structure. That 
means there is no higher standard. Our 
work is the pinnacle of engineering 
quality,” he added. 

The 37-tonne, 50ft-high crane will be 
assembled in the yard at the end of 
January before delivery to the customers. 

Machining 

Dudley South MP Chris Kelly was told 
about the project when he visited the 
company earlier this month. 

He had heard about TM’s work in 
making the critical end plates for the Large 


Hadron Collider at CERN in Switzerland. 

Mr Holland, son of managing director 
Robert Holland, said that all the parts for 
the crane were built at the Oak Works. 

TM was founded in 1948 by Mr 
Holland’s grandfather Robert Holland and 
has always been based at the Oak Works. 

The company which employs about 50 
people, specialises in design, heavy steel 
fabrications, large part precision machin¬ 
ing, and machine building.

GPs to take 
control of 
the budgets 

GPs in Dudley area including Stourbridge, 
have been given the go-ahead to take over 
responsibility for managing the borough’s 
£400 million health care budget next 
financial year. 

They will decide how the money is spent 
and buy patient services such as hospital 
care and physiotherapy. This is now the 
role of the primary care trust known as 
NHS Dudley, but will be handed over to the 
new Dudley Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) in April. 

The group is among 33 in the country to 
be granted the new powers by the inde¬ 
pendent NHS Commissioning Board. 
Others include NHS Sandwell and West 
Birmingham CCG. 

Dudley CCG chairman Dr David 
Hegarty said: “The last few months 
working in shadow form have given clini¬ 
cians in Dudley the opportunity to work 
together to make a difference to the way 
local services are provided, improving their 
quality, and enabling patients to live 
longer, healthier lives. We are very pleased 
to have passed through authorisation.” 

Sir David Nicholson, chief executive of 
the NHS Commissioning Board, said cre¬ 
ation of CCGs will have real benefits for 
patients. 

The Dudley CCG is made of 52 practices 
and manages a budget in excess of £400m 
for the borough’s population of more than 
300,000 people.

The consultation survey features a 
table which shows the impact various 
council tax options could have on differ¬ 
ent services.

THE little boys and girls slaughtered in the Con¬ 
necticut school massacre were human sacrifices on 
the altar of America’s obsession with guns.

“The town centre site is an ideal 
location for a new Premier Inn 
and it is well positioned to explore 
the Black Country and surround¬ 
ing countryside. 

Our investment will create 
approximately 65 jobs, attract 
additional visitors and support 
key businesses in the area.” 


The developers said around 100 
residents and businesses had 
already been consulted and five 
letters of support had been sent 
in. 

Chairman of Stourbridge 
Township Council Margaret Scott 
has backed the proposal saying it 
would bring a welcome boost to 
the town and help to make Birm¬ 
ingham Street more attractive to 
visitors. 

A planning application for the 
Stourbridge site has been sent to 
Dudley Council by Whitbread 


Property and Barberry Develop¬ 
ments. 

The application said the scheme 
would create “an exciting gateway 
development for Stourbridge”. 

An L-shaped four-storey hotel 
would be built with a car park pro¬ 
viding 122 spaces. 

It would come hot on the heels 
of work starting on a 63-bed hotel 
in Dudley, which is expected to be 
completed in May next year and 
will include a ground-floor restau¬ 
rant. 


Karl revealed as caveman 
hero who scared off thugs 


THIS is the Good Samaritan 
who stepped in to help a man 
who was being beaten up in 
Stourbridge. 

Karl Stephenson was dressed as a 
caveman and armed only with an inflat¬ 
able club, but he didn’t hesitate to step in 
when he saw the fight in Lower High 
Street. 

As the Chronicle reported last week, 
the 30-year-old tree surgeon from Hagley 
scared off the attackers, and got help for 
the victim. 

His intervention was caught on CCTV 
and the film was released by police last 
week in an attempt to trace the people 
responsible. 

The footage showed the main attacker 
pushing his victim to the ground and 
raining blows to his face and kicking him 
in the head. 

Mr Stephenson said he had been at 
The Mitre Inn in Lower High Street with 
a group of friends on the night of the 
assault, October 27. 

They had decided to wear fancy dress 
because it was almost Halloween - and he 
opted to dress up as a “dead caveman”. 
The group left the pub at around 1.30am 
on the Saturday night, and as Mr 
Stephenson left, he saw the attack. 

Kicked 

He said: “For some reason my friends 
went out the front door and I went out 
the back. That’s when I saw the man 
being kicked. There were three men 
attacking him. I wanted them to stop so I 
went over and asked them what they 
were doing.” 

Mr Stephenson told how one of the 
men then dragged the main attacker 
away. 

“One of my friends called the police 
and ambulance to help the injured man. 

“It was really horrible. It was one of 
those moments where I was thinking 
‘was that real?’ I couldn’t believe it had 
happened. The man was injured but I am 
glad he’s recovering well,” he said. 

He said the release of the CCTV video 
by the police had come as a surprise. 

“The first thing I knew about it was 
when my sister text me to say she had 
heard it on the radio. I couldn’t believe it 
when I saw the video,” he said.

Osborne needs to learn his ABC 


GEORGE Osborne’s Autumn State¬ 
ment not only illustrates the govern¬ 
ment’s reluctance to really tax the 
wealthy, it also reveals the extent of 
damage this Coalition Government is 
doing to our economy. 

They continue to claim that our 
present situation is due to the previous 
government, but the facts tell a differ¬ 
ent story that puts Britain’s position 
into perspective. 

This government claims to be pro¬ 
moting British industry, yet headlines 
in the press that Britain’s debt could be 
larger than that of Greece certainly 
doesn’t help to improve confidence in 


our economy. Such claims are clearly 
intended to maintain the image that it 
is all the fault of the previous govern¬ 
ment, but they undermine our recov¬ 
ery. The most important factor is not 
the amount that we owe, but the ratio 
between the debt and our GDP Right 
up to the global banking crisis, the ratio 
between debt and GDP was 44 per cent. 
It’s now about 78 per cent. That sounds 
like a lot, but compared to most of the 
20th century it is quite small. 

The difference between Britain and 
Greece is that our economy is much 
bigger and more resilient, having the 
ability to claw back the deficit by 


increasing GDP In fact, in terms of 
GDP to deficit ratio, Britain has the 
second strongest economy in Europe, 
only fractionally worse than that of 
Germany, despite the ratio having con¬ 
tinually risen under this government. 

In that context, continuation of aus¬ 
terity measures is detrimental to recov¬ 
ery. Every job lost, every full time post 
replaced by part time work reduces our 
GDP thus increasing the ratio of debt. 
It is surely now time for Plan “B”, but 
it seems that Osborne hasn’t yet got 
that far in learning the alphabet.

Days when Sunbeam raced 
ahead in Grand Prix stakes 


FOR more than 60 years Britain has 
dominated Grand Prix manufacturing, 
but it was not always thus. 

In the early days it was French cars which 
led the way, and, in the days before the World 
Championship, it was winning the French 
Grand Prix which was recognised as the pin¬ 
nacle of motor-racing achievement. 

The first British car to win the French 
Grand Prix, in 1923, was made right here in 
Wolverhampton, in Sunbeam’s Blakenhall 
factory, but it’s designer was a Frenchman, 
Louis Coatalen. 

He was a Breton, born on September 11, 
1879, and worked for a number of French car 
manufacturers before arriving in England in 
1900 to work for the Crowden Company, and 
then becoming chief engineer at Hillman in 
Coventry. 

In 1909 he was recruited by the Sunbeam 
Motor Car Co in Blakenhall, to be their chief 
engineer, and immediately planned to enter 
motor-racing. He began designing purpose- 
built racing cars, which led to the first major 
triumph, a win in the 1912 Coupe de l’Auto in 
Dieppe, Sunbeams coming 1st, 2nd and 3rd,

eclipsing and astonishing the major Euro¬ 
pean manufacturers. 

In 1912 Coatalen also designed his first 
aero-engine a 150hp side valve V8, followed 
by a 225 hp VI2, which he first tested in a spe¬ 
cially-built racing car named Toodles V 

In October 1913, this car, at Brooklands, 
broke eight world endurance speed records in 
a hour and a half. There is no doubt that 
Coatalen was a talented, even brilliant engi¬ 
neer, but he was not afraid of copying others. 

Devious 

During 1913 Peugeot cars with twin over¬ 
head camshafts swept the board in three litre 
racing, and by some devious means one of 
these found its way to the drawing room of 
Coatalen’s home, Waverley House on 
Goldthorn Hill. Here, Sunbeam mechanics 
stripped it down to discover its secrets, and 
for 1914 Sunbeam also featured twin over¬ 
head camshafts, as did the new aero-engines 
he designed at the start of the War. 

Sunbeam was a major supplier of aero¬ 


engines during the War and also built more 
than 600 aircraft, including just one of its own 
design the single-engine Sunbeam Bomber. 

All the engines were officially called 
Sunbeam-Coatalen engines, but after the War 
they were rather eclipsed by Rolls-Royce and 
Napier designs. 

Coatalen turned to his great ambition, to 
win the French Grand Prix. The Sunbeam 
company merged with Darraq and Talbot and 
Coatalen became a Director of the resulting 
STD Motors. 

In 1923 a Sunbeam finally won the French 
Grand Prix, driven by Henry Seagrave, and 
would have won the following year but for 
technical problems. Coatalen also produced 
three different cars to break the World Land 
Speed Record but Sunbeam began to experi¬ 
ence financial difficulties, and in 1934 closed 
down. 

By that time Louis Coatalen had returned 
to his native France, though he had taken 
British citizenship. He lived there through the 
War and died in 1962. He had brought great 
fame to the Sunbeam company, and to Wolver¬ 
hampton, his adopted home for over 20 years.

A nearby former municipal mortuary, yard 
canopy and workshop will also be knocked 
down as part of the redevelopment project in 
the town’s historic Court Passage. The 
scheme was approved by Dudley Council’s 
planning committee last week. Spending 
£64,000, the council will rebuild three of the 
barn’s three walls and reduce its height. 

The footprint of the building will be 
retained to provide a reminder of the site’s 
history. 

There had been concerns about the build¬ 
ing’s poor state of repair and officers feared 
it was in danger of collapse. 

The adjourning former mortuary will be 


demolished to make way for car parking for 
new offices being built in the Holloway 
Chambers and Elizabeth House Buildings. 

A total of 11 car parking spaces will be 
created under the plans. 

Court Passage is in the town’s conserva¬ 
tion area and dates back to medieval times, 
once providing back lanes to nearby proper¬ 
ties for deliveries and access to stables. The 
mortuary was used at the beginning of the 
20th century. 

Chairman of the planning committee 
Councillor Rachel Harris welcomed the 
redevelopment work. 

“We have a long and worthy-of-preserva- 
tion industrial past but it’s important for us 
to have a working town centres and have 
buildings people want to let.” 


Brickworks scheme approved 


PLANS for more than 100 new 
homes, a craft village and 
nursing home on the site of a 
historic former brickworks on 
the Dudley-South Stafford¬ 
shire border can go ahead 
after the Government gave 
the green light. 

David Wilson Homes and Weiner- 
berger have been granted outline plan¬ 
ning permission for the development at 
Baggeridge Brickworks in Gospel End, 
Sedgley. 

The developers had appealed to the 
Planning Inspectorate against South 
Staffordshire Council’s decision to 
refuse their application earlier this 
year. Councillors had argued the devel¬ 
opment would be too large for the 


village but developers say it would 
boost the area’s economy and attract 
new visitors. 

A planning inquiry was held last 
month, and now the scheme, which 
includes 140 homes, 12 craft work¬ 
shops, a 60-bedroom nursing home and 
new road access from the A463, has 
been approved after a planning inspec¬ 
tor ruled it was an appropriate develop¬ 
ment. 

Association 

The decision signals the end of the 
site’s long association with brickmak¬ 
ing which stretches back to the 1930s. 
During the inquiry, the hearing was 
told the plans go against the Black 
Country Core Strategy, which lays out 
guidelines for major building projects 
in the region. 

But the applicants said there was a 


“clear need” for new houses and a 
nursing home in the area. 

Announcing his decision to allow the 
appeal, planning inspector John Pap- 
worth said the scheme would enable a 
previously developed site to be reused 
and would remove derelict buildings 
and land. 

He said the project would include the 
retention of the brickworks chimney to 
retain “a visual reminder of the site’s 
history”. Mr Pap worth said the scheme 
would bring many benefits such as 
affordable housing, care home beds and 
new employment benefits. 

But the chairman of South Stafford¬ 
shire Council’s regulatory committee 
Councillor Brian Cox said: “We’re obvi¬ 
ously disappointed the inspector has 
concluded the development would 
provide substantial benefits.”

A Yuletide Evening With 
Gervase Phinn 
Town Hall, Birmingham 
The Rotherham raconteur was back 
in Brum for one of his seasonal specials 
with what is a seemingly endless 
stream of stories, poems and observa¬ 
tions of children, school life and the 
world in general. 

His first offering was a poem 
inspired by school children’s letters to 
a teacher on sick leave, where their 
attempts to comfort her through com¬ 
parison with her temporary replace¬ 
ment, innocently ended up telling her 
how much the children were enjoying 
her absence. 

Phinn regaled his audience with the 
innocent honesty of a young boy who 


told the former Ofsted inspector, 
“When I am 21, you’ll probably be 
dead.” 

This set the standard for further 
nativity-themed treats such as the tale 
of the Messianic baby Tammy which 
spoke with an American accent at the 
most inappropriate times and eventu¬ 
ally ending up as the headless Jesus. 

Then there was the Yorkshire lad, 
complete with tea towel headdress who 
asked “Ave you any room int th’inn?” 
and the unfortunately named young¬ 
ster Tequila who simple explained 
“Our crib is crap.” 

Phinn brought in tales of his own 
idyllic childhood and sentimental 
poetry about his mom with When You 
Thought I Wasn’t Looking. He recalled 


his own nativity disaster where he 
played a palm tree complete with 
brown crepe paper bark which soon 
deteriorated due to a call of nature. He 
had to exit stage left in his electric blue 
underpants carrying his paper mache 
coconuts. 

The audience lapped up tales such as 
how the mayor of Rotherham’s visit to 
a nativity play was thwarted by the 
Virgin Mary having nits. 

Phinn also tipped in the odd bit of 
proselytising about the importance of 
teachers and the interference of gov¬ 
ernment in education but also got a 
little preachy especially in the second, 
and pretty short, half of his set about 
the true meaning of Christmas.

Skoda Superb - say no more 


THERE will always be a market for 
huge, load and people carrying 
vehicles. 

If we think back a few years it used to be the 
ubiquitous Volvo estate car that was the 
vehicle of choice by antique dealers, furniture 
restorers and people who needed to move huge 
amounts of kit and equipment. 

Now entering the market place is Skoda 
with the Superb, and they really have capi¬ 
talised on this particular market. If your 
family or business needs a vehicle capable of 
moving huge amounts of equipment or people 
or both, then the Superb has to feature highly 


on your list. The Superb has a huge 595 litres 
of space in the boot and believe me that is a 
serious amount of space; if you drop the seats 
that increases to a staggering 1700 litres. 

Rear passengers will be over the moon with 
the amount of room; it is like driving and riding 
in a limousine. As a six footer with my wife 
driving the vehicle I was able to fully stretch 
my legs out in front of me and there were still 
7 or 8 inches of free space. I am convinced I 
could put a washing machine or a spin dryer on 
the floor behind the driver’s seat, such is the 
huge space aspect of the Superb. 

The Superb looks quite an attractive vehicle, 
yes it is big, but that is what it is designed to be. 


As with all Skodas there are a wide choice of 
engine derivatives. Petrol choices vary from a 
diminutive 1.4 litre up to a huge V6 3.6-litre 4 
x 4 option. If diesel is the one that does it for 
you then the Superb is available starting with 
a 1.6-litre TDi producing 105 bhp which was 
the unit fitted to my test car and then there are 
a variable number of 2-litre TDi’s with various 
power outputs and also a 4 x 4 option. 

Being Skoda you expect value for money as 
well as a well built and engineered vehicle and 
the Superb did not disappoint. The Elegance 
Green line that I had the option of testing is a 
well equipped vehicle for its £24,390 recom¬ 
mended price. It had 16” alloy wheels, leather 
covered steering wheel with multi-functions 
which included controls for the radio, tele¬ 
phone and sound system, which is always 
useful. The front seats were electrically oper¬ 
ated and have a very useful feature of a 
memory button, one of those items that you 
wonder how you ever managed without once 
you have become used to it. The front seats 
were also heated. 

The vehicle has a stop/start system to both 
lower the CO and increase the fuel per gallon, 
a feature of the Green Line derivative. The 1.6- 
litre turbo charged diesel engine is allegedly 
producing in the region of 105 bhp which con¬ 
sidering the size of the vehicle was more than 
adequate for all conditions and driving situa¬ 


tions. A 5-speed manual box was a delight to 
operate, being positive and not sloppy or wishy 
washy in any of the situations that driving 
demands. The performance was more than 
adequate for my needs, Skoda claim a top speed 
of 119 mph and they suggest a 0 - 60 gallop can 
be achieved in marginally over 12 x /i seconds. 
The feature that is impressive however is that 
Skoda claims a combined figure of 64.2 mpg. 

Astonishment 

We all take these figures with a pinch of salt 
but to my astonishment in a week of varied 
terrain driving in Somerset including motor¬ 
ways, big dual carriageways and twisty roads, 
the computer told me that I had actually 
achieved 60.2 mpg, a fabulous result for a 
vehicle of this size. The low CO figure of 114 



The vehicle never felt daunting or large to 
actually drive, yes you needed to be a little 
careful when you park. 

Suddenly the size of the vehicle could be 
intimidating when manoeuvring into parking 
bays and you certainly need to be careful at 
supermarkets, where there are clearly defined 
bays where you to tuck in the vehicle correctly 
so as not to incur a fixed penalty, for having the 
front nose or rear section marginally over the 
white line. But if it was your vehicle you would 


soon get used to that. The Superb range avail¬ 
able is quite extensive, they start with an S, 
which is the entry level vehicle, but again the 
level of specification even on an S is quite 
high,with alloy wheels,, air con and an 8- 
speaker sound system, an alarm is also incorpo¬ 
rated, so the basic entry vehicle is quite good. 
The specifications increase with an SE, SE Plus, 
and the top specification was the Elegance.

Based on the 2013 Juke Nismo, The 
Dark Knight Rises Juke Nismo is a film 
lover’s dream come true, with matt 
black paint reminiscent of Batman’s

designed by Nissan Design Europe in 
London’s Paddington to celebrate the 
company’s relationship with Warner 
Bros - and, of course, the DVD release 
of The Dark Knight Rises.

engine as the standard Juke Nismo, 
which is already a range-topping 
model. 

A six-speed manual gearbox is the 
way Batman would want it if he was 
looking for a (non-bulletproof) road 
car, while a 0-62mph time of 7.8 
seconds is enough to keep most things 
in its rear-view mirror. 

A Nismo body kit, uprated suspen¬ 
sion and a sleeker ‘shark fin’ antenna 
replace the standard items. Dual 
Nismo and aluminium bat badges 
appear on the front grille and tailgate, 
kick plates and the suede sports seats, 
the latter of which are reflective. 

Black 18in alloy wheels have red 
detailing, too, but perhaps the best bit 
of detailing is that the puddle lamps 


mounted in the undersides of the door 
mirrors project the superhero’s bat 
symbol down on to the ground beside 
the car, while the same signal is pro¬ 
jected on to the head lining inside the 
car thanks to an interior uplighter. 

Sadly The Dark Knight Rises Juke 
Nismo won’t be appearing in any deal¬ 
ership, and it won’t even be sold to the 
highest bidder.

A YOUTHFUL Westoe side made the long trip 
from South Shields but were offered little 
festive cheer as the Saxons turned on the 
style to run in eight tries. 

Saturday’s match marked the halfway point of a season 
in which Stourbridge have now recorded an unprecedented 
full house of 15 bonus-point victories to sit 18 points clear 
of their nearest challengers in National League Two North.
